7.—Early, this morning a^ riot .occurred 
in the Colorado Springs?'6pera' House 
between twenty-two m'en/'repre'se'riting 
State Chairman Blood and'the'Teller 
faction of the Silver Republican party, 
and Sheriff Boynton and Chief of Police 
Gathright, 
with 
about 
seventy-five 


men, representing the Woleott-Stevens 
faction. Charles Harris of Denver was 
killed, being shot through the bowels, 
and an unknown man was seriously 
injured. 
The opera house is now in possession 


of the" police and deputy sheriffs and 
supporters of ex-Chairman Broad. No 
one Is allowed near the doors. 


At 1 o'clock this morning the Wol- 


eott-Stevens faction applied to Judge 
Lunt for a writ of mandamus-,-compel- 
ling Chairman Blood, who.~w.as. then in 
possession of the opera house, to "-turn 
th« building over 
.to ex-Chairman 


Broad. The writ' W'a.TTefused. 


"At 4:10 this morning," 
said ex- 


Mayor Plumb, "-twenty;two of us were 
inside the opera house. Suddenly a fu- 
sllade of shots was fired through both 
the front doors and the side doors. 
Then In a second the doors were burst 
open ocd in rushed from 75 to 100 men. 


"There was constant firing in all 


parts of the ball, we replying as best 
we could. I saw one man fall, shot 
through the lungs. They carried him 
to the balcony and laid him down. He 
died in a few minutes afterward. An- , 
other man was injured.

The police and 
Sheriff's 
officers 


claim that the attack was made en- 
tirely by men brought by the Woleott- 
Stevens 'faction from T'teenverv! They 
say they-.only rushed, ia nftorsthe: at- 
tack began. It is a pecullar,.faot,.,how- 
ever, that they were all on hand....An 
attack was made upon' the building 
from front and back. Sheriff Boynton 
and Chief Gathright took control of 
the Opera House and made a thorough 
search. The Sheriff said they discov- 
ered a whole arsenal in the building. 
The officers seized six Winchesters and 
ten revolvers. James M. Howze, Wal- 
•ter Russell, J. K. Lang, and A. C. 
Smith were arrested. 
Tbe sliding doors which form the en- 


trance to the auditorium show the ef- 
fects of the shooting. The right-hand 


door as th'e room Is entered Is perfor- 
ated with the bv-Uits from a Winches- 
ter, and a ball 'also lodged in the left 
door. Both were fired from the inside 
of the room- arid are about as high as 
a man's hea'd.'from the floor. 


To-day's clash-between the faction; 


was preceded by the action of Natlona 
Chairman Towne in removing Richard 
Broad from the Chairmanship of the 
State Committee on the ground of dis 
loyalty to the Silver Republican party 
and the cause it stands for, it being 
alleged that he had joined in a con- 
spiracy with the 
friends of Senator 


Wolcott to defeat the proposed fusion 
of the Democrats and Populists. 


RIOTERS GO FREE. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Sept. 


7.—Sheriff 
Boynton allowed the men 


who participated in .the riot to leave 
the city-.early this morning, unmolest- 
ed. A majority of the mob which at- 
tacked the theater went'to Denver by 
the 'first train. After tho. doors -had 
been battered down, seventy-five, men 
rushed into the building, shooting re- 
volvers. The celling is full of-butlet 
holes. The attacking party shot Into 
the air with the hope' or frightening 
the 
guards 
into ' submission. The 


guards were scattered- in groups about 
the auditorium, where they could best 
command the entrances, and they re- 
turned the fire. 


Those 
who 
participated, .Intimate 
that no less than 150 shots were fired 
in the opera house within a few min- 
utes. The smoke was so dense In a 
moment that u!I shots were at ran- 
dom. 
The attacking party finally 


renched the center of the house, and 
[the guards fled to the street. The lat- 
ter had but one round of ammunition. 


I The attackers trebled them in numbers 
and had revolvers each and plenty of 
ammunition.
